Go Where 
You 


TIio First Ensravlne 'Was Printed 


on a LaaiulreHS1 Bundle. 


Two groupsuC toniists were standing 


in thePitti palnce Ijeforethe large plate 
of pure silver npon which Finignerra, 
the 
B'reat master of early engraving, 


had depicted hia lovely "Madonna and 
Child" in a trelliaed arbor covered with 
rosts. An Italian lady was telling her 
friends in an undertone the charming 
anecdote iof Finignerra and the lann- 
dref-3. 


The artist, it seems, in mastering the 


new and difficult art of engraving upon 
metal, had acquired a singularly keen 
eye and delicate touch, and he also poa- 
tessed a number of very fine and sharp 
instruments, which he used in his 
work. 


Being a kindly man he sometimes 


placed both his sure hand and his fine 
tools at the service of his friends and 
neighbors in performing for them some 
of the simpler operations of surgery, 
until he acquired quite a reputation for 
his skill in doctoring their hurts. 


One day a poor laundress who had , 


been washing clothes, in wringing out 
a garment in which a needle had been 
carelessly left, ran it deeply into her 
hand. Worse yet, it broke off in the 
wound and a part remained imbedded 
in the flesh. She was in mnch pain, 
and on her way fcnck from the stream 
whore she had been washing she stop- 
ped at the honso of the artist and waa 
admitted. 


Entering his studio she hastily set 


down her wet and heavy bundle and 
held out the injmed hand, begging his 
assistance. Finignerra left his work to 
help her, and after long and delicate 
manipulation extracted the broken nee- 
dle. 
The woman thanked him and 


turned to go, lifting her bundle from 
its resting place. 


Then he saw that she had set it npon 


one of his engravings. Like all others 
at that time, it was a plate of engraved 
metal, complete in itself, and regarded 
as a .single and sufficient picture, exact- 
ly as if it had been a painting. 


But as the damp bundle was raised 


the quick eye of Finigneira saw that it 
had icceived an impression from the 
enslaved pictmo beneath, and his quick 
mind ro'zed at oiico the suggestion of 
the possibility of indefinite reproduc- 
tion trom a single original So that 
fioiii the kindness of u great artist to a 
pool1 washerwoman sprang the diseov- 
eiy which has placed the beautiful 
product.-, of the engraver's art within 
the reach of all of ns today 1—Youth's 
Companion.

FIGURES WITH FINGERS. 


Origin at the Roman IVnrr.eral Mctli- 


oil of Counting. 


Hold your hands up before you, palms 


outward, tb'Mibs at an acute angle. Be- 
gin on the left. Little finger I; little 
finger and ring finger II; little finger, 
dug finger and middle finger III; all 
the fingers of the left hand IIII; and 
the hand and thumb at an acute angle 
form V. In place of the IIII you may 
nse the fourth finger from the left, still 
holding the thumb at an acnto angle, 
and you have IV. 


Now pass to fclie right hand. Holding 


the thumb and the hand at the same 
angle as before we have VI; by using 
the index and the middle finger we get 
VII, while the thumb and the three 
large fingers make VIII. 


Now join the two V's made by the 


thumbs, inverting one, and we have X, 
or 10. Then nso the X with the last lit- 
tle finger before it and it will give IX. 
The combinations following X are ob- 
vious. The forefinger of the left hand, 
with the thumb at right angles, make 
a perfect L; the little finger of the left 
hand curved toward the thumb makes 
0, the initial of centum (100), and so 
on with the hundreds. Now join the 
two thumbs with the forefingers, or 
two V's inverted, and you have the 
hieroglyphics complete.—Philadelphia 
Times

THE SKCKETAKT'S VISIT. 


When Secretary of Agriculture Wil- 


son first started on his western tour, 
the JOUBKAL suggested that he could 
not put in a week or two's timp more 
profitably to his department, than in j 
the State of Nevada. The 
JOUBXAL i 


furthermore suggested that the Exper- 
iment Station in Reno, which is practi- 
cally the Agricultural Bnreaa of the 
St*U, could furnish full information 
concerning the resources and possi- 
bilities of the commonwealth, and what 
i» needed to promote their develop- 
ment. 


The Secretary will be here, perhaps 


to-day, and will spend a day or-two 
at the Experiment Station 
to es- 


amice the agricultural conditions, etc.. 
of this section of the Truckee valley. 
While it cenld be wished that his 
eojoarn iu Nevada might be longer, 
his short visit may prove of almost in- 
calculable value to the people of the 
State, It will at least be long enough 
to prove to him by personal observa- 
tion, and from reliable information, 
that Nevada possesses more unutilized 
agricultural reaouroes than any State 
or territory in the United States, or 
elsewhere on the American continent. 
This he will readily understand, and 
that it is not with us a question of 
fertile lands and their producing ca- 
pacity, but of the element to render 
them productive, and a marketfor tUpir 
prodnotions. 


A committee has, we understand, 


b*«n organized to receive the Secre- 
tary; to extend to him the usual 
courtesies, and presumably to conduct 
him over such parts of the valley as 
will give him the best general idea of 
its fertality, capacity and its needs. 
That, however, should constitute but a 
minor portion of the work or duties of 
•nob committee. The' mattev of irri- 
gation is, of coarse, the most impor 
tant one. There is no indication that 
private enterprise will, at least in the 
near future, inaugurate such a general 
•ygtern of water storage as will o&rre- 
epond with the area of uncultivated 
land which could be made to teem with 
abundant and profitable crops. The 
matter of government aid should be 
strongly urged, and the reasonable 
demand that a moiety of the money 
now appropriated annually for what is 
somewhat misuomially designated as 
"internal improvements," be applied 
to the reclamation of the arid lands of 
the west instead of its expenditure 
being exclusively devoted to the im- 
provement of rivers and harbors on 
the different seaboards. The Secretary 
is in a position where he could reason- 
ably and consistently urge such re- 
form in oar national system of im- 
provement*, and until wbich is effected, 
&o practical aid can be expected, in 
agricultural interests, from the general 
government. 


There is another important matter 


which should be called, and most em- 
phatically, to the Secretary's attention. 
It is that of railroad freight rate dis- 
crimination against the State aud its 
products, which is the greatest and 
most discouraging evil with which the 
Nevada farmer has to contend. By 
inch discrimination they are placed at 
disadvantage 
with producers 
from 


other States, both east and west, and 
absolutely deprived of a market for 
some of their products by the extor- 
tionate rates of the Southern Pacific 
Bailroad Company, which charges le*s 
for longer hauls through the State 
than for much shorter ones to or from 
any point within its borders. This 


• matter comes within the legitimate 
scope of the Secretary's department, 
and be should be informed as to the 
facts and urged to use his influence ns 
a cabinet officer with the proper con- 
temporaneous department or authori- 
ties for the rectification of this out- 
rageous wrong against the farmers, 
B8 well as all of the other inhabitants of 
the State.

WILSON IN BEHO. 


He Discoarieg on Subjects of 
Grave 


Importance to the Welfare of Ne- 
vada. 


United States Secretary of Agricul- 


ture Wilson arrived in Reno from the 
west last evening. He was met at the 
depot by a committee consisting of R. 
L. Fulton, Allen Bragg, Professor Mc- 
Dowell and John Sparke, who at once 
escorted him to the lodge hall in the 
new Investment building, where a large 
number of Reno's representative citi- 
zens had gathered, Mr. Wilson was 
there introduced to them all, and after 


cordial round of handshaking and 


passing comment, the Secretary was 
requested to speak to the gathering. 


I think it would be rather more 


appropriate for me to sit down and let 
yon talk to me," replied Mr. Wilson, 
with a smile, "I know but little of 
Nevada and her resources, and yon 
might prepare me for what I am to 
nveatigate." After a little persuasion, 
however, he consented to make a few 
remarks, and was escorted to the ros 
trum, where he spoke aa follows: 


"Gentlemen—It is the earnest desire 


of President MoEinley to make -the 
Department of Agriculture useful and 
beneficial to all the people, and to do 
all in his power to further and better 
the interests of stock raisers and agri- 
culturists. It is for the purpose of 
studying the condition and resources 
of the west with a vbw to doing what 
may be done to improve them that I 
am traveling over the Union. 


"As thia is my Hrst visit to the Pa- 


ciQc coast and fie first I have seen of 
Nevada, I can c^y but little of your 
Sate and its co iitions, one must see 
to comprehend. I understand Nevada 
to be a grazing and a mining state, 
vastly different from those east of the 
Mississippi. N v ida is a slock grow- 
ing country as I must view it, and the 
problem in an agricultural way is to 
get things to grow on the semi-arid 
lands for oattle to live on.

I have seen 
tracts of land which were once covered 
with flourishing grasses, that bad been 
torn np and trampled out by being 
overcrowded with oattle, in some oases 
utterly destroying the native grasses; 
conditions that one time 
furnished 


valuable feed for stock now tarnish 
none. Thia is one of the problems 
wbioh should be solved—how to foster,

" We have studied conditions and 


sent men together seeds from all parts 
of the world, from Turkestan, the 
Steppes of Rnssia and the plains of 
Australia and Asia. In the west we 
have established four experimental 
grass gardens, the sole object of which 
is to study these natural grasses and 
find which of these are best adapted to 
the arid land of the western states. 
We co-operate with the Agricultural 
colleges and Experimental Stations in 
t!io study of plant conditions and dis- 


es. I have asked Congress to give 


ma an island in the Potomac river on 
which to raise plants with a view of 
studying their diseases. 


"Another problem ia that of the 


timber and wood supply. Before long 
all (he forests of the west and north 
will be used up. Forestry must be 
fostered and we have twenty scientists 
studying the question. This brings to 
mind the Philippines and the trade ad- 
vantages they will bring ns in the way 
of coal for fuel. 


'Congress will give much money for 


wise and careful experiments in irri- 
ation, and the States west of the 
Mississippi are trying to get money to 
build a dam. I will be perfectly frank 
with you. I do not think the outlook 
for much money to be used for this 
purpose is proaiisiug. I wonder if it 
would not be wise to give the Statps 
here authority to control their own 
laurte. 
The Stale Kovermont could 


rent the ranges to stockmen, who in 
turu would fence, proeerve and muke 
thorn better iu every way, As it is the 
land is free to all for grazing purposes 
and the natural conaequenca of so 
much freedom results lu more or less 
abuse. 


"The money brought in by renting 


iheoe lands could bo used to build 
dams or 
OIP.KB such other improve- 


ments in irrigation as tha state gees tit. 
Would this not be better than to ask 
Congress direct for money to build 
dams? Dams are very expensive. I 
snow of one in the ea<!t (hat cost two 
million dollars."
